Japanese Raiders 


Shattered City 


Shanghai, May 30. 

Foreign military sources believe that the 
long-awaited Japanese invasion of South China 
is imminent. 

Thirty-eight Japanese warships and trans- 
ports are already concentrated off the mouth of 
the Pearl River. Many are just outside 
Hongkong territorial waters. This is the 
largest concentration of Japanese vessels off 
Hongkong since the beginning of the Sino- 
Japanese conflict. 

It is believed to be only the nucleus of a Japanese 
armada which will be concentrated in South China waters 
within the next few days. Several Japanese transports 


are stated to be en route to South China now to join the 
warships concentrated there. 


This large concentration of war vessels, coinciding as 
it does with the intensified Japanese raids on Chinese shore 
batteries, airports and railways throughout South China, 
makes it appear certain to military experts here that 
Japan is about to commence her invasion of the South. 


Such an invasion™.would tend to 
relieve the Japanese forces operating 
in the Lunghal area of the pressure 
from overwhelming Chincbe forces 
under Generalissimo Chiang Kal- 
shek,

JAPANESE FACE. 
EXTERMINATION 


Shangha!l, May 30. 

Chincso reports claim that the 
Chineso troops driving across the 
Lunghai Railway from Lanfeng have 
reached tthe Yellow River, where 
General Dothara’s forces face anni- 
hilatton owing to the practically 
impassable nature of tho crossing. 

Fresh reinforcements of Chinese 
troops are constantly arriving at the 
front from Kaifeng, where Gener- 
wlissimo Chiang has concentrated the 
Nower of his army, und they are in- 
tensifying the rout of the Japanese, 
—-Untted Press. 


OVER 3,000 JAPANESE SLAIN 


Chengchow, May 30. 

The Chinese army's “trap and an- 
nibilate’’ tactles which proved re- 
markably successful at Talerchwang, 
are being repeated agalo nlong a 50- 
KkHometre front between Kaifeng nnd 
Lunfeng on the Lunghat line, and up 
to late last night, between 3,000 and 
4,000 Japanese have been slain. 

The total Japunese strength operat- 
ing in an extended area south of the 
Yellow River and north of the rafl- 
way wis estimated at 10,000) men, 
which has now been reduced by at 
least thirty per cent, . 

The latest telephonie message from 
the front, received here last night, 
states that the Chinese have now 
eleared the Kalfeng-Lanfeng sector 
of the ratlway of Japanese invaders 
except fur few scattered units, 
against which mopping up operations 
are being vigorously pushed, 


VIOLENT FIGHTING 


A number of points north of the 
yall line, including Tywangehwang, 
StaowangehWwang,  Kuchwang and 
Chenliukew, are scenes of violent 
Nahting, Throughout the night. of 
May 28, the Japanese launched 
several furtous attacks on these 
places but were repulsed by the 
Chinese with heavy losses. 

According to offfelal information, 
the Chinese have now started sweep- 
Ings operations against the — tired 
Jupanese units in this area 

At the same tine, the attempts of 
2,000) Fig. se orebforcements north 
of the Great Divide to cross ut 
Kutunt were repeatedly frustrated 
by the vitalance of the Chinese 

The recapture of Lowang station 
and Lowangchal west of Lanfeng by 
Chinese troops on May 28 has 
been confirmed, Pushing vigorously 
aginst the remnants of the Dolhara 
Division, the Chinese also reported 
the recapture of Sanyichal, for many 
days used by Generul Doihara as the 
base of his operations. 

Before their evacuation, it Is 
stated, the Invaders set fire to the 
entire village and massacred a large 
number of people there.—Centrat

Recruiting for 1,000,000 volunteers 
for the countrywide alr-raid precou- 
tions organization—known generally 
a9 “A.R.P."—Is being carried on ol- 
most with war-time intensity. Lon- 
don alone has appealed for more than 
100,000 voluntcers os nir-roid war- 
dens, fire-patrols, first-aid and de- 
contamination squade and = repair 
gangs. So far about 15,000 volun- 
teers have enlisted In London. In 
every other large clty throughout the 
country similar atr-rald preparations 
ure being rushed forward, 

Even during the World War, when 
airplanes had a relatively  Imited 
range, London waa raided {requently 
by German bombers based on the 
Belginn coast, To-day, the British 
Government admits that Greater 
London, with an arca of 690 square. 
miles und population of 8,250,000, 
probably constitutes the world’s most 
vulnerable target to alr-attack. 


ARP. PLANS 


Britain’s present alr-raid protec- 
tion plans are divided Into two main 
categories; (1) Active anti-alreraft 
defences, (2) Passive protection of 
civilian aire

The Royal Air Force to-day 
possesses about 500 first-line fighter-

Householders also 
will be encouraged to dig trenches in 
their own backgardens, Although 
the authorities have decided that a 
mass evacuation of London probably 
would not be feasible, people who 
are able to are belng encouraged to 
make arrangements to move Into the 
country at the outbreak of war, 

Many large’ business houses already 
are making thelr own plans for pro- 
tecting thelr staffs and training anti- 
gas squads, fire-fighters and first-aid 
parties. Some are constructing gas- 
proof and splinter-proof shelters on 
their premises. . 

The government already has com- 
pleted manufacturing 30,000,000 out 
of a total of 40,000,000 gas-masks. 
These will be stored in special cen- 
tres until the outbreak of war, when 
they will be generally distributed. 
Elaborate plans also are being made 
for fire-fighting. The government 
has placed contracts for construction 
of 400 large emergency pumps and 
several thousand light pumps, which 
will be used independently of tho 
regular fire brigades.

SOUTH 
PREPARES 
FOR ATTACK 


China Must Hold 
Canton City 


Hankow, May 29. 

Japan's intentions In South China 
are cousing serlous concern here. 
While there are a number of Chinese 
troops on the Fukicn coast, the pro- 
vince is not strongly defended as the 
military believe it ‘is not a vital 
sector. Landing Japanese troops in 
Amoy did not come as a surprise as 
it had been expected for some time 
and it is considered possible they 
may follow this by occupying Foo- 
chow and Swatow. 

If Japan starts large scale military 
operations in Fukien, Chinese believe 
she will do so for only one purpose— 
to establish a base for operations 
against Canton. The Chinese are 
unlikely to send a large force to de- 
fend Foochow, but will put up a 
stiff fight for Canton. 

While Chinn may still be able to 
obtain military supplies from abroad 
through French Indo-China, Burma 
nnd Sinikiang, Japanese occupation of 
Canton would practically destroy the 
only direct communication ne with 
the outside world. 

After an exhaustive study, Chiang 
Kai-shek has worked out a compre- 
hensive defence plan for South China. 


BORDER FORTRESS

Alt the new machines are to be 
armel with a new type of machine- 
nun firing through the propeller, ‘and 
they will be protected by ight 
armour of great resistance. 

One-(ifth of the new aircraft will 
bo amphiblins and will Include two 
complete squadrons of a new type of 
machine with whieh France has 
lately been experimenting. 

As explained recently, this type of 
machine js not only efficient in the 
alr, but can be used os a scaplane 
and, at need, con be submerged to 
be used with o degree of efficiency 
almost equal ty that of the average 
submarine, 


BRITAIN'S MUDDLE 


Declyns ef this new type of alr 
seaeand-undcrwater craft have been 
revealed to the British Government,

BOOTLEGGERS IN DOPE 


NEVER since Americn went dry, 
and stupendous fortunes were 
made out of Hilcit iiquor trading has 
“bootlegging” been more profitable 
than it is to-day, but the “cargo” 
sold {s a thousand tmes more vicl- 
ous than the foulest rot-gut pro- 
duced during prohibition—it !s dope. 

Anxious authorities have realised 
with dismay that drug addiction Is 
increasing in this country. Now 
the British Medical Association 1s to 
co-operate with the Home Office in 
launching a drive against the un- 
lawful distribution of drugs, but it 
{s problematical whether It will be 
possible to stamp out this soul-des- 
froying traffic without compicte 
International co-operation. 

For years unceasing efforts have 
veen made by the League of Nations 
Commission to deal with the world- 
wide problem of Silicit exporting of 
dope, and {t was thought that a 
system of licences controlling the 
output of drugs tn exporting coun- 
tries would rectify mutters. 

To this end, questionnaires were 
sent out to every country through- 
out the world. Governments were 
asked to state the maximum 
quantity of drugs required annually 
for medical purposes. 

When the replies were received at 
Geneva It was found that the civi- 
lised world needed only sixtecn- 
and-half tons jn all—morphine ninc 
tons; heroin, 2 tons; cocaine, Su 
tons. : eo 

Exporting countries were then 
permitted to supply to any country 
only the authorised amount—oc~ 
cording to its purticular “ medieal 
requirements. = 

In theory this Hcence system for 
regulating exportatlon of drugs 
should have worked out satsifactori- 
ly; Hlicit trading In drugs should 
have eventually _ disappeared owing 
to the shortage of supplies; but in 
practice It only succeeded in og~ 
gravating the state of illicit drug 
markets, 


Frantic Drug Addicts 


For some time the output of 
these three drugs mentioned was 
never {in excess of the national 
quotas; but drug addicts throughout 
the world soon became frantic (Jn 
thelr demands for “dust.” Wealthy, 
syndicates were formed to finance. 
factorics—in most cases those situ 
ated near the poppy fields—and 
gradunily the weight output of dope 
was increased beyond the quantity 
required by the terms of tho 
licences, The surplus dope was 
handled by’ bootleggers and the cry 
of drug addicts. silenced. -

The apprehension of principals in

As for distributlon—which Is what 
the authorities in this country ap- 
pear most concerned about—it is 
perhaps the least of the problems 
with which the traMckers are faced. 
Once the dope is landed in a coun- 
try, the disposing of It is compara~ 
tively easy, The modern dope ped- 
lar is no impoverished Individual.

‘Anniversary 
Of Revolution 


; Mnacno, May 20. 

“The 12th anniversory of tho national 
revolution in Portugal was celebrated 
in Macao yesterday. , 

Actlylty commenced at daybreak 
when the “Alvornda,” the traditional 
dawn call, was sounded by. buglers 
in front of Government House, and 
soon ofter alt ships in port were 
dressed and the national flag flew 
from every public building and mill- 
tary and naval establishments, 

At 10 am. the local defence. forces 
paraded through the malin streets, und 
thousands watched. 

The troops. were headed by the 
squad of trumpeters of the Mozam- 
bique Regiment, who’ were. followed 
successively by the Volunteers, 
Mozambique Infantry, Marine Police, 
Police Cycle Section, Municipal Con- 
stabulary, infantry, mechanised 
troops, artillery and fire brigade.

Trains And Ships All 
Packed Out Of Canton 


In the wildest cxodus for 
many months, nearly 6,000 
evacuees poured out of Canton 
during the week-end for Hong- 
kong, utilising the restricted rail 
and river services to their 
capacity. More than half of 
these people were refugees who 
had lost their homes and prac- 
tically all their belongings in the 
air raids which devastated a 
large section of Canton city on 
Saturday and Sunday.

If the events at Canton 
Saturday and Sunday are an 
indiration of the trend of Tapan- 
exe policy under the reorganised 
Cabinet, it is a sorry day for the 
Chinese non-combatant, Al- 
though there were military 
objectives and the Bocca Tigris 
forts within reach, the Japanese 
air raiders preferred to launch 
their bombs upon a city which, 
while not wholly defenceless, is 
nevertheless so vulnerable to air 
attack as to make such excur- 
sions nothing short) of = mur- 
derous. The only construction 
that can be put upon such ruth- 
lessness is that Japan, finding 
the Chinese people still with 
spirit enough lo resist the will 
of the invader, intends to crush 
the morale of the masses by a 
aystem of butchery. In address- 
ing the militarist it is of very 
little use to argue upon moral 
grounds. He sees a city as a 
military objective because it is 
a source of supply for enemy 
armies and because out of its 
homes may come recruits for the 
divisions which have to be met 
in the field. To point out, there- 
fore, that the bombing of the 
city of Canton is wrong becnuse 
jt means the useless sterifice of 
so many innocents, women and 
children, will not alter the mili- 
tarist's conviction in the justice 
of his course. He may be sorry 
for the suffering he cnuses; but 
his defence is that that misery 
was not deliberatedly inflicted, 
ut was accidental, an un- 
intentional complement to 
the whole of the necessity. 
But the machine-gunning of a 
civilian aren, a deliberate attack 
upon Red Cross workers who are 
doing no more than attempting 
to rescue wounded and extricate 
the dead, is a thing that cannot 
be explained or excused. - It was, 
anticipated that the reorganisn~

International co-operation. 

For yenrs unceasing efforts have 
been made by the League of Nations 
Commission to deal with the world- 
wide problem of illlcit exporting of 
dope, and It was thought that a 
system of licences controlling the 
output of drugs in exporting coun- 
trics would rectify matters. 

To this end, questionnaires were 
pent out to every country through- 
out the world. Governments were 
usked to state the maximum 
quantity of drugs required annually 
for medical purposes, 

When the replies were received at 
Geneva It was found that the civi- 
lised world needed only sixteen- 
and-hulf tons in all—morphine nine 
tons; heroin, 2 tons; cocaine, 5% 
tons, 

Exporting countries were then 
permitted to supply to any country 
only the authorised amount—ac- 
cording to its particular medical 
requirements, 

In theory this licence system for 
reguloting exportation of drugs 
should have worked out satsifactorl- 
ly;: i#licit trading {mn drugs should 


jhave eventually disappeared owing 


to the shortagé of supplics; but in 
practice it only succeeded In ag- 
gravating the state of illicit drug 
markets. 


Frantic Drug Addicts 


For some tlre the output of 
these three drugs mentioned was 
mever in excess of the national 
quotus; but drug addicts throughout 
the world soon became frantic in 
their demands for “dtust.’ Wealthy 
syndicates were formed to finance 
factorles—in most cases those situ- 
uted near the poppy ficlds—and 
gradually the weight output of dope 
was increased beyond the quantity 
required by the termr of the 
licences. The surplus dope was 
handled by bootleggers and the cry 
of drug addicts silenced, , 

To-day bootleg murnufacturers arc 
not content to confine their nctivi- 
tles to Europe. There ore thousands 
of tons of raw opium circulating 
secretly—~some of it smuggicd, some 
imported under faked Iecnce—but 
all of it destined for laboratories .in 
France and America, where it: is 
turned Into heroln-the most “popue 
lor’ = drug’ taken -in the “Western 
Hemisphere. This drug is-favoured 
by drug addicts partly because Its 
effect is moré potent than that of 
morphine, but: principally /because it 
can be carried. nnd taken easily, and 
also because, unlike cocaino, it docs 
not lend to: delusions, breathing 
paralysis, or insanity. .

As for distributlon—which is what 
the authorities in this country ap- 
pear most concerned about—it is 
perhaps the least of the problems 
with which the traMfickers are faced.

(Puchow), 
terminus of the Tatung-Puchow 
Railway in the south-west corner 
of Shansi, yesterday. 


The Chinese entered the battered 
elty at noon in the wake of the 


1] Japanese retreat which was effected 


on the night of May 26 under cover 
of darkness. Fenglintu, Chaochuen 
and other points south of Yungtsi 
were also retaken by the Chinese, 


Recapture of Yungtsi constitutes a 
significant Chinese success in Shansi. 


The city was lost to the Japanese 
early Inst March. With Its oecupa- 
tion, the Japanese were able to 
establish contacts with thelr forces in 
Fenglintu from where they constant- 
jy menaced Tungkwan, important 
gateway to Shensl, Chinese re- 
occupation of the city removes thls 
danger, 


Meanwhile, Chinese counter-at- 
tackers were rapidly converging on 
Linfen from the north-west and the 
south-west, A surprise raid on tho 
enemy there wag staged by a Chinese 
mobile column on the night of May 
28, The Japanese suffercd losses 
during the confused engagement.
